Secured Present Site. 


Two years ago we found another 


location, which we made arrange- 
ments to equip last year'; but trouble 
arose. 
We 
could not get grounc 


enough for any reasonable needs, so 
this year we determined to get some- 
thing worth while, and we did, as you 
see by looking arounfl you. By the 
prompt co-operation of our city hd- 
ministration this magnificent grounc 
of about seven acres, 
with 
three 


more acres available, was placed al 
our disposal and we have been busj 
as beavers ever since we got it.

and the best exercise for a boy was 
cultins: and sawing wood." 
These 


men probably did sav,- wood because 
they had to. 1 did not have to do 
very miich myself, therefore, found 
a little ot it went a long way. and I 
thought it hard work, and I guess 
they did.too. 
They have forgotten 


and don't know they have: besides, 
the playground does not deal with 
or.o or two boys and girls in the 
backwoods, .but with the multitude 
raised in homes on city lots, facing 
city streets, with back yards rciolred 
for ether purposes Ih.ir, playgrounds 
for the children. 
I challenge men 


expressing such adverse ideas to 
sptr.d an afternoon in this or any 
other playground, and then repeat! 


before a looking glass 'what 
they! 


said. • 


The playgrounds have come. They 


will stay and grow in number and 
completeness in every community, 
laying the claim to advanced mod- 
ern education and civilization; and 
don't any of you forget that, when 
you are asked to help, whether you 
do so or. not. 


Addresses Boys and Girls. 


Now to you boys and girls', I want 


t'o give some advice, and I want you 
to remember what I say. These 
grounds with all their apparatus are 
provided for your use only: 
They 


are free to you all and they are for 
all of you, and to give you all a 
chance, you must not crowd out any 
one elseT if you do, the instructors 
who will be here will find you- out 
and put you on the outside of the 
fence until you learn better. 
There 


will, in a-couple of days, DC only one 
gate to each of the three separate 
playgrounds, and through that gate 
is the only way you can get in to 
play. 
Any one climbing the fences 


will be put out and kept out, because 
it is the only way in' which the in- 
structors can arrange so that all of 
you will have a fair share. We want 
to give all of you your chance to use 
the apparatus, and tnat is 'the only 
reason why we put up fences and 
.gates, so/we can know you and teach 
you. You will see there are three 
different playgrounds. 


Over there in the southeast part of 


the ground is playground for the 
babies, and you older^boys and girls 
must keep out, because the babies 
own it: but north of this, on .the 
west, side, is- the girls' playground, 
and you boys must keep out, because 
the girls own It. 


But you boys will find your play- 


ground equally well equipped for 
your sport on the north end, and al- 
though the girls have no 
business 


there, you must tell them so in the 
courteous manner o£ young gentle- 
men, 
if they should happen to get in 


while the instructor's back is turned. 


Some Rules to Obey. 


From this shelter house and up|to 


the boys' ground you will have five 
.regular croquet grounds 'Tor boys and 
girls to play on. and from this shelter 
house south will be three complete 
tennis courts, with a basketball court 
to the west. For the use of the ten- 
nis, croquet and basketball courts, 
you must apply to the instructors 
anfl you will bo taken care of in • 
and you will be taken care of In or- 


' der to use the baseball grounds pro- 


vided in the southwest part of tho 
ground, which ground is so arranged 
as to be used for a football course in 
the fall. 


In addition to.'w:iat I have told 


you, we will also provide you with a 
100-yard running course, high jumps, 
hurdles, hammer throwing, putting' 
the shot, 'etc., as quickly as possible 
after you form-'clubs and teams for 
such sports; and last, but not least, 
when you are tired of playing or 
waiting your, turn, you will aH'find a. 
pleasant resting place among the big 
trees out there' in the northwest cor- 
ner. 


I know you boys who cannot keep 


out-oj the river want al bath house, 
and you will get it, because we/men 
remember and know how much you, 
need it, and we will not forget, but 
bear in mind Rome was not built In 
one day. Everything takes some 
time.

If the lumber trust, is not en- 
gaged in an "unreasonable" restraint of trade then 
the Sherman law may as well be. wiped off the statute 


. books. The supreme court has abrogated it. 


The purchase of an asphalt repair plant was an is-

SAVE NIAGARA FALLS. 


(Indianapolis Star.) 


On Juno 29 next the so-ca'lle'd Burton, act of congress, 


by which Niagara Falls is protected from exploitation by 
corporation enterprise, expires by limitation. Canada aiv.l 
the United States also have a treaty in which the limita- 
tion of the diversion of water from the falls, both in the 
T7nlted States nnd Canada, is mutually agreed upon. Bit*, 
the terms of the treaty are broad, and unless some further 
legislation is enacteed by congress it is feared that serious 
Injury will be done to the. falls by contemplated diversions. 


The Burton act restricts the diversion of 15,600 feet a 


second, and also restricts the importation of/electric power 
from Canada to 100,000 electrical horse power. The treaty 
extends these limits to 20,000 cubic feet a second on the 
American side and 3(5,000 cubic feet a second on the Can- 
adian side. 
Now comes the representative of one. of the 


American power companies, who declares that the com- 
pany, in order to avail itselC to the full of investments made 
before the movement for the restriction of diversion was 
begun, must be allowed to divert approximately 2,000 cubic 
feet a second more than it is at present permitted to use. 
If this was the only diversion asked the matter might no! 
have a serious phase, but there are other corporations using 
the Niagara power, and if the bars are let down to one cor- 
poration they will have to be let down to all.' 
Congress 


must choose one of two alternatives—to continue the present 
limitations or to authorize the diversion of nearly 70 per 
c.ent. more water than is now being diverted. 


The chief of the engineers of the Uniteed States army, 


as the result of two years' survey by army engineers of con- 
ditions in the Njagara river and adjacent waters, declared 
"that as a whole the falls have unquestionably been seri- 
ously hurt by the diversions already run-de. AAAUfoa&l di- 
versions now under way will add to the. damage." Here 
eema to be an authoritative statement that should furnish 
ongress with all the Ught necessary .to take Immediate and 
nteliigent action. 
The pressure brought to bear on con- 


ress several yaars ago to pass the Burton act is evidence 
lat the American people are determined that Niagara Falls 
hall be preserved as one of the chief scenic wonders of tha 
vorld. Americans may be strongly "materialistic," but they 
Iso have an esthetic -side, and there will be nation-wide 
rotest against further extension of the. "mutilating" pro- 
ess, that. If permitted to go on unrestricted, would mean 
he extinction of Niagara as one of nature's marvels. 


It is- certain that the people have not wavered in their 
esolution to preserve the falls from further invasion. The 
Outlook, in discussing the situation, says: 
"The Interests 


f the whole country are greater than the Interests of any 
single concern." That hits the nail on the head. The "in- 
erests of the whole country" demand the re-enactment of 
the Burton la-w. It is to be earnestly hoped that the pres- 
ent congress will not rn^lnterpret public opinion on the 
subject.

Palmer, "tells the bureau chief that :i 
7 o'clock this morning the barometric 
pressure in Fort Wayne was 29.8-1, re 
cluced to sea level, and that the tern 
perature at that hour was 70 iloftrt'e 
'Nitry1 .tells him that at that sam 
hour the wind wns blowing from tli 
southwest, that It was raining and that 
the lowest temperature reached during 
the night was 70 degrees. 
'Inflict' 


conveys to him the Information that 
the wind velocity in Fort Wayne was 
then six miles per hour, and that in 
the preceding twelve hours there had 
been .06 Inch of rain."
